STEPS  FOR  REGISTERING 

1.  PRE-REGISTRATION  OF  STUDENTS  NOW  ON 
CAMPUS  OR  IN  BRANCHES 

Registration  materials  will  be  prepared  and  for- 
warded to  the  deans'  offices  in  preparation  for  coun- 
seling during  the  week  of  May  6-May  1 1 .  Materials 
may  be  picked  up  in  the  deans'  offices  any  time 
after  May  6,  and  the  completed  forms  must  be  returned 
to  the  Office  of  Registration  on  Friday,  May  10, 
from  8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  or  Saturday,  May  11,  from 
8  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

2.  REGISTRATION  OF  NEW  UNIVERSITY  COL- 
LEGE STUDENTS 

Students  entering  the  first  term  should  report  for 
tests  on  Monday,  June  17,  at  8  a.m.  in  Bentley  Hall. 
Registration  materials  should  be  obtained  at  the 
deans'  meeting. 


Students  entering  the  second  term  should  report 
for  tests  on  Wednesday,  July  24,  at  8  a.m.  in  the 
University  College  Office,  Wilson  Hall.  Registration 
materials  should  be  picked  up  in  the  University 
College  Office,  also. 

3.  IN-PERSON  REGISTRATION 

Former  Ohio  University  students  should  apply  for 
re-enrollment  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  regis- 
tration day.  New  students  should  report  as  directed 
by  letter  from  the  Office  of  Admissions.  Registration 
for  the  entire  quarter  is  scheduled  for  Grover  Center, 
Monday,  June  17,  from  9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.,  and  for  the 
second  term  only  on  Wednesday,  July  24,  from  1 
p.m.  to  4  p.m. 

4.  OPENING  OF  CLASSES 

Classes  for  the  first  term  begin  on  June  18,  classes 
for  the  second  term  begin  on  July  25. 


5.  PREPARATION  OF  TRIAL  SCHEDULE 

Students  are  urged  to  study  the  proposed  cur- 
ricula in  the  Oliio  University  Bulletin:  Undergraduate 
Catalog  of  Courses,  as  well  as  the  University  College 
Bulletin,  to  be  certain  that  all  requirements  for  grad- 
uation are  being  met  and  that  all  prerequisites  have 
been  met  for  the  courses  selected. 

Required  courses  must  be  scheduled  in  freshman 
English,  fundamentals  of  speech,  and  physical  edu- 
cation until  the  requirements  are  completed.  Any 
deferments  must  be  approved  by  the  deans. 

6.  PREPARATION  OF  THE  OFFICIAL  SCHEDULE 

If  your  program  is  approved  as  prepared  on  the  trial 
schedule  blank,  fill  in  the  IBM  cards  so  that  they  du- 
plicate the  trial  from.  Complete  your  registration  ac- 
cording to  directions  in  the  schedule  and  bulletin. 
Students  under  Public  Laws  894,  634,  87-815,  or  88- 
361  report  to  the  Veterans  Administration  coordinator 
in  Ewing  Hall  as  part  of  the  registration  procedure. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

ADMISSION 

All  correspondence  pertaining  to  the  admission  of 
an  undergraduate  to  the  University  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Director  of  Admissions,  Wilson  Hall,  Oliio  Uni- 
versity, Athens,  Ohio  45701,  unless  the  student  has 
been  previously  enrolled.  A  previously-enrolled  stu- 
dent should  request  a  re-enrollment  form  from  the 
Office  of  Registration,  prior  to  June  17.  Prospective 
graduate  students  should  contact  the  Graduate  College, 
Cutler  Hall,  Ohio  University,  Athens,  Ohio  45701. 

REGISTRATION 

Students,  excepting  those  currently  enrolled  on  the 
Athens  campus,  must  apply  for  registration  well  in 
advance  of  the  opening  of  the  summer  quarter.  The 
first  term  opens  on  June  1 7  and  the  second  term  opens 
on  July  25. 

CREDIT 

All  credit  is  designated  in  quarter  hours.  The  credit 
hours  applicable  to  any  given  course  taken  in  summer 
are  the  same  as  for  the  other  quarters.  The  summer 
courses  may  be  taken  for  the  full  1 1-week  quarter,  or 
for  either  of  the  five-and-one-half-week  terms.  By  at- 
tending both  five-and-one-half-week  terms,  a  student 
may  earn  up  to  18  houi3  of  credit. 

AUDITING  PRIVILEGE 

At  the  time  he  is  advised,  a  student  may  receive 
permission  to   audit   courses.  The  courses  must  be 


marked  "Audit"  on  the  schedule  and  registration  form. 
The  fee  for  auditing  is  the  same  as  for  credit. 

FEES 

GENERAL  REGISTRATION  FEE 

The  fee  includes  ah  student  activity,  student  ser- 
vices, and  course  and  laboratory  fees,  but  excludes  fees 
for  private  instruction,  such  as  music  and  bowhng. 
Fees  for  private  instruction  are  indicated  in  the  course 
descriptions  of  the  courses  involved. 

Registration  is  for  the  full  period  of  attendance, 
whether  this  is  for  the  full  1 1  weeks,  or  for  a  single 
five-and-one-half-week  term.  Students  registering  only 
for  the  second  five-and-one-half-week  term  can  register 
on  Wednesday,  July  24,  from  1  to  4  p.m. 

The  fees  assessed  each  student,  both  graduate  and 
undergraduate,  are  determined  from  the  fee  schedule 
at  initial  registration. 

Additional  courses  selected  after  completion  of  the 
initial  registration  are  also  assessed  according  to  the 
schedule  without  reference  to  the  initial  registration.

These  fees  apply  to  single-term  courses,  courses 
extending  over  both  summer  terms,  workshops  offered 
for  credit,  or  a  combination  of  workshops  and  courses. 

Fees  are  subject  to  change  without  notice  at  the 
discretion  of  the  University  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Regents. 


REFUND  OF  FEES 

Withdrawal  from  a  course  by  change  order  with- 
in the  approved  period  specified  in  the  calendar 
entitles  a  student  to  an  80  per  cent  refund  if  it  re- 
sults in  a  fee  change. 

Voluntary  and  official  withdrawal  from  the  Uni- 
versity during  either  term  entitles  the  student  to  a  re- 
fund of  80  per  cent  of  the  comprehensive  fee  during 
the  period  specified  in  the  calendar.  There  is  no  refund 
after  this  date. 

Once  a  student  has  officially  registered,  a  change 
order  must  be  used  to  remove  or  add  a  course.  The 
change  order  form  is  obtained  in  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  his  college  and  must  be  submitted  within  24 
hours,  after  proper  approval  by  the  dean,  to  the  Office 
of  Registration,  Ewing  Hall.  Failure  to  clear  promptly 
invalidates  the  change  order  and  results  in  a  grade  of 
F  for  the  course. 

GRADUATION  FEE 

The  graduation  application  fee  is  $15.00  for  a  bac- 
calaureate degree,  $20.00  for  a  master's  degree,  and 
$50.00  for  a  doctorate.  There  is  a  $7.50  apphcation 
fee  for  the  Associate  in  Arts  degree. 

INCIDENTAL  FEE  FOR  GRADUATE  ASSISTANTS 

An  incidental  fee  of  $40.00  for  the  1 1-week  summer 
quarter,  or  $20.00  for  a  single  term,  is  assessed  all 
students  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  College. 

RESIDENCE  FACILITIES 

Ohio  University  residence  facilities  meet  the  varying 
needs  of  students.  Housing  is  available  for  students 
under  21,  graduate  students  or  students  over  21,  as 
well  as  married  students,  in  either  University-owned 
housing  or  in  privately  owned  facilities. 

An  application  form  for  University  housing  may 
be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Director  of  Housing, 
Haning  Hall.  This  form  must  be  completed  as  directed 
and  returned  with  the  appropriate  advance  payment 
to  the  Director  of  Housing,  Haning  Hall,  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, Athens,  Ohio  45701.  Checks  or  money  orders 
should  be  made  payable  to  Ohio  University.  An  ap- 
plication is  accepted  only  if  accompanied  by  the  re- 
quired advance  payment.  Assignments  are  made  in 
order  of  the  date  of  receipt  of  application  with  ac- 
companying room  deposit.

MOTOR  VEHICLES  AND  PARKING 

University  policy  and  regulations  require  that  all 
motor  vehicles  operated  by  students  in  Athens,  in- 
cluding student-owned  automobiles,  automobiles  be- 
longing to  parents  or  other  relatives,  motorcycles  and 
scooters,  must  be  registered  with  the  University.  This 
registration  includes  permanent  town  residents,  mar- 
ried and  graduate  students,  and  commuters.  The  regis- 
tration fee  should  be  paid  during  registration  week. 

Upon  registration  and  payment  of  the  fee,  each 
student  will  be  given  a  windshield  decal  which  must 
be  attached  to  the  lower  righthand  corner  of  the  wind- 
shield in  accordance  with  state  law. 

If  a  car  is  brought  to  the  campus  after  registration 
week  it  must  be  registered  within  24  hours  at  the 
Office  of  the  Director  of  Security. 

Failure  to  register  a  motor  vehicle  will  result  in 
a  fine.  In  addition,  the  student  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  registration  fee  and  he  may  be  denied  his 
driving  privileges. 

Freshmen  are  not  permitted  by  the  University  to 
bring  cars  to  campus. 

Parking  in  most  University  lots  is  restricted  to  fac- 
ulty and  administrators.  Students  should  park  in  the 
municipal  lots,  in  metered  spaces  in  downtown  Athens, 
in  individually  designated  spaces  in  the  lower  levels 
of  some  dormitories,  or  in  the  University  lot  at  the 
eastern  side  of  the  City  of  Athens,  on  East  State 
Street.  Transportation  from  the  East  State  Street  lot 
is  available  through  the  facilities  of  the  city  bus  system. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

In  the  hst  of  offerings  a  typical  title  line  contains 
the  following  information:  (1)  call  number  of  the 
course,  (2)  department  and  catalog  number,  (3)  the 
descriptive  title,  (4)  quarter  hours  of  credit,  (5)  hour(s) 
and  days  of  the  week  when  the  class  meets,  (6)  the 
building  and  room  number,  (7)  the  instructor's  name, 
and  (8)  the  prerequisites.  "Arranged"  means  that  the 
time  of  meeting  is  arranged  in  a  conference  between 
the  instructor  and  the  student. 

In  a  course  carrying  variable  credit  the  credits  may 
be  expressed  thus;  (1  to  4),  indicating  that  one  hour 
is  the  minimum  and  four  hours  the  maximum  amount 
of  credit  allowed  for  the  course. 

The  catalog  number  indicates  the  student  classifi- 
cation for  which  the  course  is  designed.  The  numbers 
are  grouped  as  follows; 

001-099  designate  non-credit  courses 
100-299  designate  undergraduate  general  program 
300-499  designate  undergraduate  advanced  or  speci- 
alized program 
500-699  designate  master's  program 
700-899  designate  advanced  graduate  program
